The firſt Chapter of the ſecond Booke 
of the Chronicles. 


AD Solomonths Donne of Dauid wared 

ſtrong in his kingdome, and the Loꝛd his God 
was with him and magnikped him in dignity. And 
Solomon ſpake vnto all Jſrael, tothe Captaines 
ouer thouſands, to the Captaines ouerhundzeds, 
to the Judges, and to euery Officer in all Jſrael, 
and to the ancient fathers, And ſo Solomon, and 
all the Congregation with him, went tothe high 
place that was at Gibeon: foʒ there was the Ta⸗ 
bernacle of the Congregation of God, which Mo⸗ 


ſes the ſcruant of the L02d made in the wildernes. 


But the Arke of God had Dauid bꝛought from 
Ktriath-farim, into the place which Dauid had 
made therefoze: koꝛ hee had pitched a tent fo2 it at 
Hieruſalem. Mozeouer, the bzaſen Altar that Be⸗ 
aleel the ſonne ol Uri, the ſonne of Hur had made, 
wag there betoze the Tabernacle of the Loꝛd, and 
Solomon and the Congregation went to viſit it. 
And Solomon went vp there befoze the Loꝛd, to 
the bꝛazen Altar that was betoze the Tabernacle 
of the Congregation, and oltered a thouſand whole 
burnt offerings vpon it. And the ſame night did 
Godappeare vnto Solomon , and ſayd vnto him, 
Ace what J ſhal giue thee. And Solomon ſaid vn⸗ 
to God, Thou halt ſbe wed great mercy vnto Da⸗ 


uid mp father, and haſt made mee to reigne in his

ſtead, Now thereloze O Lozd God, let thy pzomile, 
which thou madeſt vnto Dauid my father, be true: 
toꝛ thou halt made me king ouer a people which is 
like the du of the earth in multitude: Giue mee 
now wiſedome and knowledge, that J map be able 
to go in and out betoze this people: foꝛ who els can 
iudge this people that is lo great? And God laid to 
Solomon, Becauſe this was in thine heart, and 
becauſe thou haſt not aſked treaſure , and riches, 
noꝛ honour, noꝛ the liues of thine enemies, neither 
pet long lite, but haſtaſked wildome # knowledge 
koʒ thy fell, to fudge my people, ouer whom J haue 
made thee king: noiſedome and knowledgets gran- 
ted vnto thee, and J will giue thee treaſure, and ri⸗ 
ches, and glow: ſo that among the kings that haue 
beene befoze thee, oꝛ after thee, none Was oꝛ ſbal be 
like thee, And ſo Solomon came from the high 
place that was at Gibeon, to Yieruſalem,from the 
Tabernacle of the Congregation, and reigned ouer 
Icrael. And Solomon gathered charets, & hozſe- 
men:and he had a thouſand and foure hundꝛed cha- 
rets, and tweluethouland hozſemen, whom he be- 
{owed in the charet cities, and with the King at 
Hieruſalem. And the King made ſiluer and gold at 
Hieruſalem, as plenteous as ſtones, æ Cedar trees 
made he as plenteous as y mulberp trees that grow 
in the valleyes. Allo Solomon had hozſes bzought 
out ot᷑ Egypt. and ine linnen:the kings marchants 
receiued the fine linnen koꝛ a pzice. They came al⸗ 
fo, and bꝛought out of Egypt, a charet foꝛ (ixe hun⸗ 
dꝛed pieces of ſiluer, euen an hoꝛſe koꝛ an hundꝛed
